cattle. 
Florida’s clim b to 14th place in 
cattle population achieved se v er­ 
al notches in recent years. In 1045 
the v alue of all ty p e cattle in the 
state w as $48,223,003; in 1920 the 
value w as $14,755,935. The 1946

population 
w as 
962,000 
com pared w ith Texas, 5.897.000. 
T he 
sta te ’s 
cattlem en 
finally 
realized th ere w asn ’t m uch food 
v alu e in the plentiful w ire grass 
upon 
w hich 
cattle had fed for 
centuries. They began im proving 
pastures. Now, most of the ra n c h ­ 
es— som e of w hich ru n as large os 
350.000 
acres— have 
cultivated 
grasses. 
O nly a com paratively few c a t­ 


tle, how ever, are 
fatten ed

“finished off” in Florida ready for 
m arketing. M ost Florida cattle go 
to o th er states as “feeders.”

Lew 
Wallace, 
w hich 
appeared

B eacher S to w e’s story first be­ 
cam e a sensational box office suc­ 
cess. I h av e just been rereading 
“B en -H u r,” and I w onder of o th ­ 
ers who m ight engage in th e sam e 
enterprise would be as much dis­ 
illusioned as I was. 
“B e n -H u r” is probably 
b etter 
know n to the younger people of 
today as a m ovie than as a novel. 
The chances are th at co m p ara­ 
tively few h av e read it in book 
form. It is one of those books that 
are m ore talked about th an read. 
N eatly everybody has 
a 
vague 
idea that “ B e n -H u r” is a “g reat 
novel"; 
com paratively few find 
out for them selves w h eth er that 
opinion is really well founded oi 
not. 
I had read Hie book as a m a tte r 
of course in m y teens, aud as a 
result haci carried over into m a t­ 
urity the feeling that “B e n -H u r” 
was som ehow in A m erican “C las­ 
sic."
